TALLAHASSEE—The machine-

swiftly to aid storm victims in the 
wake of the recent hurricane. Gov- 
ernor Warren dispatched Lieur. 
Col. Owen W. Griffin, acting ad 
jutant general, to report on dam- 
age and to recommend any immed- 
iate action required. Sam Turr- 
bull, chief*engineer of the state 
road repartment, is checking on 
needed highway repairs. State 
Treasurer and Insurance Commis- 

* sioner Ed Lafrson reported that 
the Narragansett Insurance. Com- 
pany of Providence, Rhode Island, 
on October 16, took over all fir2 
and windstorm Insurance carried 
by the Rhode Island Insurance 
Company, now in receivership, so, 
claims will not be delayed. Citrus 
experts of Nathan Mayo'g depart- 
ment of agriculture moved quick- 
ly to help in assessing damage to 
crops. Thé Florida Railroad and 
Public Utilities commission was 
represented in the storm area the 
day of the hurricane, to help tele- 
Phone and telegraph companieg 
and public -transportation me2t 
their demands. 

TALLAHASSEE—Bids for 175 
miles of new highway work- and 
bridge replacement in 26 counties 
have been called fof by the state 
road department.
